CLASS  HISTORY 


Our  memories  of  elementary  school  days  consist  of  the  fun  and  excitement  of  play  indispersed  with  dim  recollections;

We  made  a  great  march  to  Homestead  Farm  in  the  first  grade  and  toured  the  Children's  Museum  in 
the  fourth  grade. 

In  our  fifth  year  we  migrated  from  the  gym  and  the  cafeteria  of  the  elementary  school  to  the  high  school  where  we 
at  once  became  the  objects  of  great  jokes. 

Withstanding  our  trial  period  at  the  "big"  school,  we  passed  into  the  sixth  grade  where  we  avidly  studied  Greek  and 
Roman  architecture,  weather,  and  "Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors." 

Junior  high  school  was  quite  a  change  !    For  the  first  time  the  bells  took  on  meaning.  Every  forty-five  minutes  we 
had  a  few  minutes  to  release  all  our  pent-up  energy  while  the  teachers  were  changing  rooms. 

On  rainy  days  we  had  indoor  recess  and  played  the  exciting  game  of  hide  the  eraser.    Friday  afternoons  hailed  two 
exciting  events.   We  had  our  weekly  class  meeting  then;  where  the  president  would  appoint  weekly  jobs  such  as 
desk-checkers,  lunchroom  and  basement  monitors  and  messenger.

1961  CLASS  PROPHECY

Within  fifteen  minute:  I  found  myself  at  the  automat  thrust  into 
its  whirling  world  of  automation  while  trying  to  deciper  fragments  of  Joan's  conversation  about  some  fellow  gradu- 
ates. We  discussed  my  plans  for  a  reunion  and  Joan  told  me  her  sister  Judy  was  happily  married,  had  six  children 
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and  was  living  in  Reno,  Nevada;  Susan  Henderson  was  a  member  of  the  personnel  department  of  Billy  Meacham's 
accident  insurance  company,  and  Elaine  Heredeen  was  working  as  an  usherette  in  a  downtown  theater  where  Steve 
Mott's  newest  picture,  "The  Fourth  Return  of  Tarzan,"  had  just  premiered. 

Late  that  afternoon  I  returned  to  my  Long  Island  home  and  turning  on  my  television  I  saw  that  Ruth  Laing  was 
the  star  of  a  new  soap  opera,  "Bringing  Up  Ernie."
